HE acuteness of the Cook county 
truck grower’s soil fertility prob- 
lem becomes more evident every 
year. The truck gardening zone 

bordering Chicago gradually enlarges, 
the border line is shifting inland more 
and more each season. Fields where 
corn and oats and clover and grass 
grew a few years ago have been trans- 
formed into huge gardens. 

When the change is made from gen- 
eral farming to the growing of vege: 
tables the trucker must handle his 
land with great care, or the fertility 
of the soil will'soon become exhausted. 
The intensive method necessary in the 
growing of vegetables drains the soil of 
Its plant food. Two, three, andveven 
more crops frequently are rem 
from the truck garden‘ in a sin 
season, and every crop es plant food 
along with. it. 

. Provisions for fertility factors must 
be made in a greater degree where 
truck crops are grown. Tomatoes, cab- 
bage, and peppers, for instance, use 
about the same plant f materiais as 
corn, oats, and wheat. It is well to 
remember that the fundamental essen- 
tials for practically all crops is a soil 
in good physical condition, well drained 
and supplied with nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potash in the right form and in 
sufficient quantities to meet the plants’ 
requirements.
